Stone received little formal training other than 
instruction from the renowned British portrait 
painter Sir Gerald Kelly, who was instrumental 
in firing Stone’s determination to become a suc¬ 
cess. “Sir Gerald was a dear friend who initially 
did everything he could to discourage me from 
becoming a portraitist,” smiles Stone. “When he 
realized that the potential hardships of this career 
did not outweigh my desire to succeed at it, he en¬ 
couraged and instructed me in the finer points of 
portrait painting.” 

Stone’s early commission included portraits 
of the late Sir Arthur Bliss, C.H., master of the 
Queen’s Musick; Sir Adrian Boult; and Yehudi 
Menuhin. 

These achievements caught the attention of 
the Royal Anglican Regiment who commissioned 


him to paint H.M. Queen Elizabeth, the Queen 
Mother, as Colonel - in - Chief, to celebrate the 
tenth anniversary of the formation of the Regi¬ 
ment. 

At the age of 22, Stone became Britain’s 
youngest Royal portrait painter for two centuries. 
Other portraits include H.R.H. Princess Margaret; 
Sir Allan Davis, the Lord Mayor of London; 
H.R.H. Princess Alice, Duchess of Gloucester; 
H.R.H. Princess Michael of Kent; and other 
European royalty. 

In 1985, Stone was honored with the Free¬ 
dom of the City of London. He also was elected 
as a liveryman into the Worshipful Company of 
Painter - Stainers, one of London’s most ancient 
and distinguished guilds. 

Stone has received commissions from many 
American organizations and individuals, including 
Dr. Marvin Goldberger, president of the California 
Insitute of Technology; Dr. and Mrs. Daniel Mc- 
Gann and Susan McManigal lof San Marino, tennis 
champion Jimmy Conners, Dr. Alexander Villicana, 
and Mrs. Clyde Packer. 

The 5 p.m. speech was given to new members 
of The Huntington’s Society of Junior Fellows. 


“I’m not at all thrilled with the look (of the pro¬ 
posed sketch). It looks like a bar. We already have 
one ugly bar,” Sierra Madre Mayor Andrew Roy 
Buchan said Tuesday evening at the City Council 
meeting. 

He was referring to the proposed design of 
the building at 82 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. as re¬ 
quested by Building Systems Evaluation, the latest 
lessee. The building, owned by Sam Perloff, and 
having 5304 square feet, is being converted from 
one retail business into 40 office spaces. 

The proposal converts the front window area 
into glass blocks, a look that Mayor Buchan des¬ 
cribed as a “Wilshire Boulevard.” 

Mario Cano, executive vice president of BSE, 
answered, “We do have an architect in town work¬ 
ing on it . . . it’s not like we did nothing at all.” 

^ Buchan answered, “Doing nothing might have 
been better.” He suggested earth tones, and Coun¬ 
cilman Clem Bartolai said. “It would be nice to 
capture the quaintness we had many years ago . . . 
what we see in other towns.” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler was concerned 
with the impact on parking the 40 office spaces 
would have on the town. City Administrator Jim 
McRca stated that 40 office spaces would call for 
18 parking spaces. 

Bartolai said, “I think we’re reactionary. We 
should have been addressing this before. We should 
set a time to review that aspect of the (city) code.” 

According to McRea, one parking space is re¬ 
quired for every 300 sq. ft. of space. Fowler in¬ 
sisted that she would like to hear what City At¬ 
torney Charles Martin had to say about the code 
and how it applies to this building project.

In other business, McRea reported that Phase I 
work on Grandview between Michillinda and Bald¬ 
win, would start “about Apr. 1.” The county will 
absorb the cost of the design if the city of Sierra 
Madre pays the cost of the improvement. Orange 
Grove is next, McRea reported, and said that the 
county will begin preliminary engineering studies, 
costing $30,000, on Orange Grove. 

The county will share the S50,0(X) cost of clean¬ 
ing up the North Auburn extension, McRea said, 
which means that they will pay $25,0(X) and do the 
design if Sierra Madre would pay $25,000. 

In adopting the preliminary budget, the coun¬ 
cil heard McRea say that there is a $28,(X)0 de¬ 
ficit. They adopted the preliminary budget for 1987- 
88 after a motion by Mayor Pro Tern Sam Simp¬ 
son with changes set for the first meeting in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1988. -I-- ' -V 

Sierra Madre has received the Pedestrian Safety 
Program award from Automobile Club of Southern 
California for the eighth consecutive year, with 
nofatalities and a very low injury rate. Sgt. Lutzow 
received the award at the City Council meeting. 

Roger Keith continued to complain about ex- 
horbitant water bills in the west part of town and 
said he was “somewhat disturbed” that seemingly 
nothing had been done about his complaint fol¬ 
lowing the last City Council meeting. “We’re cir¬ 
culating a petition that we’ll give to the city,” he 
told the governing group. 

McRea said, “It is not a computer or pro¬ 
gramming error. The billing cycle you’re referring 
to is over one of the hottest periods (in the year). 
It is being reviewed and may be a meter reading 
problem.” 

Lawrence W. Fuller complained about an un¬ 
usually loud band in Memorial Park on Nov. 1. 
He and his neighbors were very concerned and 
Fuller called the police who investigated whether 
or not the band had a permit. When it was de¬ 
termined there was no permit, the band was asked 
to leave. It was playing for a birthday party and 
the party continued. 

The street sweeping contract will be negotiated 
and extended for one more year at $15.82 per 
curb mile or $2295 per month. The proposal will 
be reviewed and/or approved at the Dec. 10 City 
Council meeting. 

An additional $2331 was appropriated toward 
the relocation of the Fire Prevention Office into 
city hall, mo.stly for cabinet work and files. Ori¬ 
ginally administration had budgeted $650; however, 
the relocation will exceed $2981. 

Charles Corp spoke to the council concerning 
Telarts and its completion to file a nonprofit 
status. “I trust we’ll be able to conclude the mat¬ 
ter,” he told the council.

Diets are only a tem¬ 
porary solution, accord¬ 
ing to Ballance, because 
they treat the symptom, 
weight gain, but not the 
underlying problems or 
feelings behind it. 


Third grade students 
in Arcadia’s six elementary 
schools are learning 
about earthquakes in 
a simulated demon¬ 
stration being brought 
to them by the Yogi 
Bear “Quakey-Shakey” 
Schoolhouse presented 
through the Los Angeles 
County Office of 
Education as part of 
the County’s Earth¬ 
quake Safety Program. 

Ironically, local 
school district officials 
requested the County to 
include Arcadia in the 
program in late Septem¬ 
ber, just prior to the 
October 1 earthquake, 
according to Marily Daleo, 
public information 
officer for the school 
district. 

The “Quakey-Shakey” 
Schoolhouse is attached 
to the body of a one- 
ton truck and utilizes 
state-of-the-art tech¬ 
nology to create a sim¬ 
ulated 6.5 earthquake. 

. Th« hands-on demon¬ 
stration is accompanied 
by materials which dis¬ 
cuss earthquakes and 
their dangers, how to 
prepare for earthquakes 


and what to do during 
an earthquake. The pro¬ 
gram will reinforce 
emergency drills already 
practiced by students. 

While the Oct. 1 quake 
occured prior to students 
being in classroom. Dale 
noted that many parents 
indicated that children 
at home instinctively 
sought shelter under a 
table, a drill practiced by 
students and staff mem¬ 
bers at all grade levels in 
the district. 

“Our facilities took 
the jarring and escaped 
serious damage,” stated 
Superintendent Stephen 
Goldstone when com¬ 
menting on the results of 
the Oct. 1 event.

Moorhead hopes 
for more volunteers 
from INS group 


Congressman Carlos 
J. Moorhead, R-22, has 
introduced legislalion 
that will pioneer the use 
of volunteers within the 
United Stales Immigra¬ 
tion and Naturalization 
Service. 

“This bill is a logical 
step in our attempts to 
build up U.S. border 
patrol forces. In ihe 99th 
Congress, I intro¬ 
duced a successful 
amendment to increase 
the number of border 
patrol officers by 50 per¬ 
cent. In the 100th Con¬ 
gress, a reasonable 
second step would be to 
free trained border 
patrol personnel from 
necessary but non- 
critical, behind-lhe-scene 


duties for front line 
responsibilities,” said 
Moorhead. 

“This same concept 
has worked very well for 
many local law enforce¬ 
ment agencies,” he said. 
“However, while the 
use of volunteers is not 
new to some governments, 
it is not widespread in 
the Federal government. 

Under the Moorhead 
bill, volunteers would 
not be considered 
Federal employees except 
in case of duty-related 
injuries or tort claim 
provisions. The bill 
would authorize $100,000 
per year beginning in 
1989. It has been assigned 
to the House Judiciary 
Committee.

Housing affordability 
unchanged in September 



A slowdown in the 
month - to - month in¬ 
crease in the median price 
of a California home in 
September helped to sta¬ 
bilize the statewide af¬ 
fordability index at the 
same level as in August, 
according to the Califor¬ 
nia Association of Real- 
orsfC.A.R.). 

Thirty-one percent of 
California households 
could afford to buy the 
median - priced, exist¬ 
ing single - family home 
in September — the same 
percentage as the previous 
month and equal to the 
September 1986 afford¬ 
ability index. The index 
remained unchanged large¬ 
ly because the median 
price of a home stabi¬ 
lized at $143,882 in Sep¬ 
tember, an increase of 
only $6 over the August 
median price. 

'‘September was a good 
news, bad news month," 
said C.A.R. President 
Jack Paulson, a San Jose 
Realtor. ‘‘The good news 
was that the median price 
did not increase much 
from August, and this 
helped prevent afford¬ 
ability from sinking fur¬ 
ther. The bad news, 
however, is that the com¬ 
bination of a tight hous¬ 
ing inventory and con¬ 
tinued realtively high in¬ 
terest rates probably will 
make it more difficult 
for homebuyers in the 
months to come.” 

. Average conventional 

( mortgage rates reported 
by the Federal Home 


Loan Bank Board were 
at 9.29 percent the first 
week of September. In 
the weeks that followed, 
however, the mortgage 
interest rates began to rise 
to levels that should put 
temporary downward 
pressure on the afford¬ 
ability index according to 
C.A.R. Chief Economist 
Joel Singer. 

‘‘Although adjustable 
rate mortgages in mid- 
to late-September re¬ 
mained level at 7.625 per¬ 
cent, the average fixed 
rate mortgage during that 
period rose to the 10.9 
percent range,” said 
singer. ‘‘Since Septem¬ 
ber, fixed rates have 
eased to around lO.S per¬ 
cent in repsonse to vola¬ 
tility in the nation’s finan¬ 
cial markets, but there 
is little question that few¬ 
er households will be able 
to afford the median - 
priced home as we move 
into 1988.” 

Around the state, the 
regional affordability in¬ 
dexes remained relatively 
stable from August, al¬ 
though more households 
in the San Francisco and 
Riverside/San Bernardino 
areas could afford the 
median - priced home in 
September than could af¬ 
ford it the previous month. 
In the Sacramento area, 
however, affordability 
dropped a percentage 
point from August. 

In the Riverside/San 
Bernardino region, 44 
percent of households 
could afford the median-

priced home, up from 43 
percent in August. 

The region’s median 
price declined 2.0 per¬ 
cent from an August level 
of $102,564 to $100,545 
in September. At that 
price, a household need¬ 
ed a minimum income of 
$31,187 to qualify for a 
mortgage loan with a 
monthly payment of 
$780. September’s af¬ 
fordability index for the 
area was down from its 
1987 peak ot 49 percent 
in February. 

Affordability in the 
Los Angeles area also 
remained at the August 
level of 27 percent dur¬ 
ing September, down from 
this year’s high of 33 per¬ 
cent in January. The me¬ 
dian - priced home cost 
$146,852 in September, 
up .6 percent from Au¬ 
gust’s $145,993. The 
minimum household in¬ 
come to qualify for that 
home was $45,551 in Sep¬ 
tember, with monthly 
payments of $1139. 

The nation as a whole 
continued to experience 
lower home prices and a 
correspondingly higher 
affordability index dur¬ 
ing September. With a 
nationwide median price 
of $84,900 — $200 less 
than in August — 49 per¬ 
cent of all households 
could qualify with an an¬ 
nual income of $26,335 
and afford to make 
monthly payments of 
$658 on a home of that 


Residents or business 
owners in the Pasadena

“A few of our 
buildings and offices did 
suffer damage like broken 
windows and cracked 
plaster, but all of our 
underground gas lines 
weathered the quake and 
its aftershocks without 
any problems,” she added.
